A Clergyman'a Crusado Against Finery 

/ The Clielrnaford "Newsuinn" pub- 
lishes an aocounfc ^ of . a "strnngo and 
ai&£rG8Bing scene" which toolc pliico a 
few Suudiiys ago iu tlio old iKiiifLi 
church of Great Tay. The vic;ur, Iho 
liev. llogor Biutou, after giviny out 
hia text, iutimntad tb:U ha had boon 
very much grieved of htto to observe 
the increasing taato of his i)urishoiiers 
for jeweh-y and fine raiinont. "After 
mature consideration," ho said, "he 
had that morning drawn up some 
regulations for the Sanday-aehool, 
providing that no oollars or cufls> arti- 
nicial nowerei, feathers, lockets, 

^ .birooches, or earrings were to be worn 

"there." 

Not content with prohibiting these 
vanities in the Suudaj-aliool, Mr. Bur- 
ton next began to criticise in an 
unfavorable spirit the dress of his 
grown-#p hearers, •vvh6reat the harden- 
ed sinners became very excited, and 
"a great many people left the church, 
banging the door.s and uaing strong 
language." Tliia was, indoeil, "a 
strange and distressing scene.'' But 
that was not all. Mrs. Burton was 
equally resolved to rebuke hunum 
pride, and performed prodigies of valor 
in the Sunday-school. "One child 
had a small penny locket on, which 
Mrs. Burton tore 'off."'-". Another child 
was put on a form, and the other child- 
ren told to go round and 'laugh at the 
peacock.' " Eight big girls were turn- 
ed out because they had small sprays 
of flowers on their hats." 

But the heroic lady was baflled by 
the cowardly tactios of - the^ •enemy . 
"The teaohors and the children rushed 
out of school, and being joined by tho 
older boys and girls and their mothers, 
the scene of hooting and yolling wds 
painful iu the extreme." AH the more 
painful that "hitherto this pariah has 
always been noted for its peaceful and 
respectable inhabitants." Mr. Carlyle 
and Mr. Ruskiu should go to tho as- 
sistance of those reformers, who are 
born too late into too old a world. — 
London' Examiner. 



... AMiMiBTER ArnAHj of tiik Devil. — 
A Minister afraid of the duvil wns a 
novel scene presented in a church at 
Gartsraoro, England, on a recent Sun- 
day. The minister, who is in the 
habit of warning bis congregatwn on

In its descent the roller smash- 
ed a number of window piuics, and a 
clatter of tho falling glass added panic 
to tho already terrilied coiuliliou of 
the enshrouded preacher. Ignorant 
of tho cause of tho sudden darkness 
and horrible noise, he thought he 
might ha've exceeded the bounds of 
discretion in his denunciations of tho 
devil, who had, thereupon arrived in 
person bent on retaliation.

CONTEMPT OF COURT -THE DUTY 
OP THE LEADER OF THE 
OPPOSITION. 



A paragraph in our oonterapornvy of 
yesterday respecting Sir Wuitlinw UxnWn- 
Begbie, drew forth sovero censmo Srom 
Judge Gray. Th.' Fn'ng''n'5l' cluirgca that 
the Chief Justice, in entei tniniug the ino- 
^tion for a spcfial jury to try tlio Nnimimc 
ousos, was guilty of discourlcsy towimlH 
Juclgo Gray, wlioiJO (ajsuiiicd) province 
it was to hear tho motiou. Juclgo Gray 
stated thut ho had novor known the Chief 
Justice to ho guilty of disoonrteay; audso 
far from tbo charge being tenable in the 
present iDstance, he had himself request- 
ed tho Chief Justice to entertain the mo- 
tion as he (Judge Gray) wished to facili- 
tate the transaction of public business. 
This explanation, to tho surpiiso of most 
persons present, brought Walkcni to 
liis feet. Ho deprecated tho paragraph, 
and expressed very great ploasuro at the 
remarks of Judge Gray; at tho samo time 
complaining that in eoiumenting op these 
very Nanaiuio cases tho Press li«d at- 
tempted to prejudice the publio mind 
against his olionts. Wo join with Mr. 
Walkem in deprecation of-assaults on the 
bench and attempts to prejudice the pub- 
lic mind as to untried easts; and our BUr- 
pr.^flo is that he does not use liis all-pow- 
erful influence with our contemporary to 
stop them. Tho Slaiidanl ia Mi'.Walkeni's 
organ. Ho is known to eontrol its jfoliticj. 
No man can be attacked through that 
paper if Mr. Walkem raises his hand 
and cries "Hold, enough." When 
the article oontaunng a brutal allusion to 
Mr. Elliott's bealib uppeared in that jour- 
nal the popular voice fttSte"iM.4^u Mr 
Wftllteuj as the author. When ho Vcao ;„ 
the Hou-e and solemnly declared that he 
did not ^viite it and that tba man who did 
was a "Rweep"{!), wo feltbouudto aciiuit 
him of the foul charge, and did so. But 
we did not forget to add that it was with- 
in his power and camewitiiiu the scope of 
his duty to warn the journal witli which he 
was known to have intimate relations not 
to repeat tho atrocity on .pain . of^.^incur- 
ring his disoleasure and losing lj(,ifpotrdn- 
age. Of the assault on the Chief Justice 
we say that one little word from Mr. Wal- 
kem would put an end lo the indiscretions 
of his organ for alHimo to como. Why 
' he.;does: not otter that word is more thuu 
we oen understand. 

GIUaGEVO AND RUTSCHUK. 

The theatre of the campaign on the 
Danube is at Giurgovo in Wullafihiu, and 
Rutschuk in Bulgaria. These tow ns face 
•ach other on tho Danube. Tho lirr t 
in tho possession of the llussian army and 
ia the point at which they propose to eross 
the Danube on their march to Constauti 
noplo. Giurgovo is a town of 7,000 in 
habitants. In 1773, and again in 1811 
the Turks were bore defeated by the Bus 
sions. In 1854: the Turks turned, tho 
tables ou the Muscovites, beating them 
with terrible slaughter. Rutschuk is a 
.town of much more importanco than it 
tisa vis, the population being about 'MO,- 
000. It 18 a fortified town; but is consid- 
ered the weakest ami most difBcult to 
hold of any of tho Turkish positions, 
Tho ironclad tU'ct of the Turks i-s anchor 
ed opposite the H])ot whore ilio Hussiaiis 
propose to lay pcntoon briil;;es ; and us 
.tho Diinnbo is some two miles wide at that 
po:nt, will find it a very difficult task lo 
prevent the crossing. 

GRAND JURY PRESENTMENT. 

The Grand Jury have prrsoiitid ccrlain 
BlaugliterhouRes Iccatrd within the eiiy 
limitsas Duisanccs. AVo are informed by 
the butobers that the grand jurors did not 
visit and inspect their establishments be- 
fore presenting them. Such a course 
would have seemed most proper under tbe 
ciroumsta'nces. Judge Gray acted witli 
commendable zeal in dra.ving tho att«n- 
tion of tho honorable body to tho ))ositi(jn 
and condition of tho slaughterhon.'-c.H. 
There his duty ended and tho grand ju- 
rors' duty began. They should have tak- 
en up tho work where his Ijord.ship dic^i)- 
pod it and iiiv(i.slij:;ai(!d for tliciusolvcH. 
Tho butchers eoniidain (if tlui fjraud ju- 
rors for not having done so, uinl think 
that they should have had an oijpoituniiy 
to abate any nuisance that may exist 
about their premises, before boing sub 
jeoted to the "pains and penalties? of . an 
indictment. . , . i. . '

The Cost of the English Church. 

The Liberation Socioly's papor says 
tbat.^the State Church costs a great 
deal in many ways. It exists at a 

tfreatcostof time lo Parliamcut, at a 
i^reat cost of poaco to tbe nation, at a 
Kieat cost to iimuy necessary reforms, 
III, a gvcv.i coBt to truth, ifut it coqts 
akso luneh in mouoy. How much ex- 
actly it costs in this way i.s not known, 
for whevi a motion was made ia Farlia- 
moiit for an inqairy into this subject, 
it wna successively rodiHtctl. But of- 
licial and other returns give some 
authentic infermatioD,, from which it 
is found: — 

1. That tlin gross yearly revenues 
of tlio Established Church amount to 
more tlian six millions sterling.

The oourt-ropoijWjW orowdefl by a largo 
aumberor wi^itiSjes. and juryqien wlio 
had been Bummbued fdr'tiiu trial of tlio 
Nftiiaiuio minors. 

Mr. Drftko.wbo appoarcci for the Crown, 
befora proceeding to the triul, called tlio 
attention of thu Court to a paragraph that 
appeared iu llie IStandavd rellactiug on an 
order granted by his Lordship for n spu- 
tflial jiiry; and oaloulated to prejudico juti- 
tio«. Tho'articlo wna in some ruspect.i 
ontiroly niitriio, and in others calculated 
to create llio impie-f.sion tiuit the defend- 
jints wore not to bo allowed a fair triul. 

Mr. Justice Gray h:uJ Iw? had not no- 
ticed the article, but, if printed as read by 
Mr. Drake, it was most improper, us it 
tended to inflaenoe the adaiiniatratiou of 
jnstice.' Ho bad hoped thai tlio members 
of the press were sulliciontly acquainted 
with the laws cf cti(]iifeUiJ to luivo abstain- 
ed from auytbiut; of the Hort, and, as for 
the ailusioM in the article to the Chief 
Justice haviug been guilty of an act of 
discourteay, he could onl^- tiay that ho 
bad never been otherwist) than most 
courteous t}'him, and had, in fact, heard 
at his (Mr. Justice Gray's) roquet-t the 
application fur u special jury. 

'i'ho learned judge's only object in ask- 
ing the Chief Justice to Iic;5v the ajiplica- 
tioa was that tUo busiucs.s ui the Court 
yesterday might bo ixueditt d, and ho 
cOttld not possibly conceive how the om 
panelling of a special jury would iniGrforo 
with the course of juntico. Tlie dtfuudaaiH 
were entitled to a trial by jurors dovoid 
of prejudice, and ho could not but think 
that the roason.-s for applying for an ortler 
for a special jury were good and propor, 
or tho order would not have been grunt- 
ed. It was moat improper for any juuroat 
to publish anything imputing mutiTes to 
tlio Court. 

Mr. Wulkem was glad to know that tho 
matter had been brougut up if it only ru- 
Hulted in putting a fitop to at'.acka wliich 
had appeared in the press oi: t-oyeral oc- 
casions. Ho hiid to complain bitterly that 
his alionta bad been unfairly criticized by 
a portion of the prc.-'S; aud that, bowoTor 
good jurors tliosogantlemon nowBamtuou- 
ed migUt bo, they could not enter the box 
free from jirejudice after reading articles 
which declared hi.s clicntH guilty of of- 
fonoea tliey had not even been tiiod for. 

Mr. Drake thoii moved for th(j trial 
of Phillips, lIoskiiiM, \V) lliiunH.Tlionipaon 
and Edwardn, indicted for using violencj 
towards one, Secord, and with intimidat- 
ing and following him in a disorderly 
manner, thereby restraining him from 
doing tliat whicii ho had a lo^^'id right to 
perform.

Mr. Justice Gray was inclined to the 
opinion that .Mr. AValkom's ohallcugo Trns 
one rather on tho grounds of mode of pro- 
cedure than a olialleiige of tho array it- 
self. There was no objection taken on 
the grounds that the ofllcorwho m.ido tho 
array was of kindred aflliiily to the jury. 
Tho objection roisod by Mr. Walkem 
wou^d therefore appear to bo agniust tho 
existence of ony array lit all. A .spfcial 
jury was, according to English prueiico.a 
jury ooDsiating of 12 men selected from 
an array of 48 jurors fluminoned. Each 
counsel had tho right to object to 12 jur- 
ors and tho residuum formed an unchul- 
lengablo jury. Forty-eight hours notice 
was always given in jflngland to tho coun- 
sel to afford him an opportunity to in- 
spect tho names on tho list. 

j\Ir. Robertson buid Mr. Walkoin had 
not jjut in his plea any objection to tho 
number of jurors sumuioued which was 25 
in this case. 

Mr.Diako said that iu this Proviuco tho 
English law had never been followed out 
iu Htriking a special jury, on account of 
tho paucity of jurors with the necessary 
qualificatioiiH. 

Mr. Itobert.sou pointed out that until 
his Lordship autt .iued or overruled the 
'emurrer the trial could not proceed, be- 
eau.so the jury proposed to bo placed iu 
tho bos had been objeotod to. Ho pre- 
sumed that the Gourt would be governed 
by the pructico followed for the last flf- 
toou years and that rigid English law 
would not now be applied. 

Mr. Walkem said that there could be 
no practico to guide the Court iu this easo 
ina.sinnch a.') he did not know of any crim- 
inal case iu which a special jury had been 
called,except in the case oiBeg. vs.Oruik- 
shank and in that ho was almost sura the 
English law had been followed. 

iiia Lordship again .stated that tho list 
ill England for a iii)uciiil jury con.si;>t'>d of 
48 nuiu and the jury was tho residuum 
of 2-1. Here, liowevir. it eeeuied that 
owing to tho peculiarities of tho country 
it was impossible to summon 48 jurors 
from which to empanel a special jury, nnd 
it was maintained by Mr. Drake that tho 
practice of tho Court did not rcqiiiio tliat 
counsel for tho dcfeiuhiul.s shoulil bo 
furnished with n coj)y of the puiiel and 
order of tho Court. Ho would stato at 
once that it was not his iotentiou to over- 
rule tho order made by tlie Ohief Justice 
for a special jury, but if any difforonce ex- 
isted between the counsel as to what prac- 
tice had governed the ( !oiirt Iiillici to in 
flunimoniof,' a sjieoial jury he could only 
a]jpeal either to his brother judges or 
some otUcer of the Court for information. 
It was, liowover, only fair to presume that 
tbo coroner iu Hummouing this jury bad 
followed out the praotico which had exist- 
ed for tho past 10 years. 

Mr. Walkem. complained that if the de- 
murrer wore austuiued ho would be de- 
prived of tho right of challenging auy of 
the jurors, and after further iirgumeut 

The Coiiit ordered that a panel of 48 
jurors bo struck luid that the counsel for 
Ihe defendant ho fiirniihed with a copy 
thereof, and that 48 hours notice of time 
and place to mcot and ohaUonge be also 
given. 

Tho case was thoroForo adjourned till 
10 o'edoclc on Tuesday no.tt and tho Court 
adjoiiriiod till 10 a.m. on Jlonday.
